South-street was at one time clogged with teams 
of all sorte, from Burling-slip to Roosevelt-street, 
filling the street from curb-stone to string-picce, 
(five and six abreast,) some wishing to dischargeon 
board of vessels, and others 'to cross the Falton and 
Peck-slip Ferries. Peck-slip, Beekman and Fulton
